The Organizer's Manual 
1971 

In the early 1970* s post-secondary education became the pri- 
mary target for cutbacks in expenditures by the Ontario govern- 
ment* As a result, in 1972, students across Ontario decided to re- 
organize themselves at a provincial level forming what is now known 
as the Ontario Federation of Students or Federation des Etudiants 
do 1 'Ontario (OFS/FEO) . The OFS grew from the need for a collective 
student voice, strong enough to articulate the issues that affect 
all students - such as financing, housing, tenure and teaching qual- 
ity. Formed less than three years ago the OFS already represents 
over 100,000 college and university students. 

The basic goal of the OFS is to define and generate a well 
organized student wovement in Ontario. This will be accomplished 
through developing a programme designed to reflect, represent and 
defend the varied interests of college and university students ac- 
ross the province. Through forming alliances with other provincial 
groups (student, faculty, labour, etc.; the OFS will try to better 
the lot of students. These alliances serve two purposes. First, 
they enable the OFS to educate students and other regarding im- 
portant issues. Secondly, the solidarity with and endorsements of 
other groups facilitate the OFS ability to successfully lobby the 
government or other agencies. 

The OFS also servos as a source Of information for individual 
members. Any organization that wishes to impart its ideas or infor- 
mation to OFS members may use OFS channels as long as their policy 
docs not conflict with that of the OFS. 



- OSAP should be indexed to the cost of 
living with the Cost of Living Allowance to be 
made available by the Ontario government in 
the form of a grant, not a loan.

CFS/FEO Policy 

Very substantial reforms are needed in the Ontario Student 
Assistance Programme if equality of opportunity with regards to 

post-secondary education . is to become a reality. The OFS 
regards education as a right not a privilege. As such the cost of 
this education is a public responsibility to be mot by e fair tax- 
ation system. Free tuition and living stipends for all students is a 
long term purpose of the OFS. Presently parents of students pay 
both taxes and education costs, while students morgage their futures 
to atizend post~seccndary institutions. 

Feme of the proposed demands for the OFS student aid campaign 
as ou dined in their fall conference are: 

-An immediate cash grant to students based on a specific recom- 
mended increase in the weekly living allotment because of the drastic 
increase in the cost of living over the past few yea2 % s. Students 
can no longer live on $33 2 week. 



crtaken in consultation with OFS into the need 
for student housing across the province and 

that this report inquire into the quality of 
living conditions in campus residences as well 
as into the availability of student housing. 

- That approval for the building of stu- 
dent residences be given to the university of 
Ottawa and Ryerson Poly technical Institute, 
since the need for housing has already been 
established on those campuses. 

- That the policy preventing community 
colleges from building residences be lifted 
immediately and construction of residences for 
the comwunity colleges in need begin immed- 
iately. 

- That the Landlord and Tennant Act be 
ammended in order to prevent discrimination 
against students in the leasing of housing 
accomoda tions . 

- That any future plans or actions by the 
ministry in the area of student housing be 
formulated in consultation with the OFS. 

- That OFS recommend to Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation to gear mortgage pay- 
ments of co-operatives to the monthly occupan- 
cy rate and consequently to their real value. 

Another project undertaken by the OFS is 
the production of a new legal handbook dir- 
ected specifically at areas of concern to stu- 
dents. This handbook will cover such topics 
as;

-Discussions of the possible contract- 
ual obligations universities and coll- 
eges have to their students.

Even with 250 environmentally interested students indicating 
sincere interest in a degree programme, it appears that the Physics 
courses are to he phased out. 

There is a very strong possibility that this will he the last 
year for the first course and the other two will be gradually phased 
out over the next two years. None of these will be offered by TV or 
through extension next year and if staff cuts happen, they won't even 
be offered on campus. 

Man has had his head in the sand since the beginning of time, 
concerning environmental issues, and it appears that he still does. 
Environmental crisis usually occur through ignorance (lack of know- 
ledge) and if courses such as these are to be shelved away, how can 
man even hope to get his head back where it belongs. 

The January 16 issue of the Globe and Mail carried almost a 
full page spread on Ontario Hydro's $40~billion expansion program. 
It is stated in this feature, that two proposal sites for nuclear 
power plants will be near Blind River and Parry Sound. I get very 
nervous when I read things like this, because I am aware (through 
Physics 3070) of what dangers a plant like this entails. 

"Nuclear plants will cause thermal pollution of the Great Lakes 
(Georgian Bay) by returning water 20 degrees warmer into lakes, chan- 
ging ecology and micro organisms ♦ " (Globe) 

The Globe goes onto state that, "The evidence of same US atom- 
ic scientists strongly indicates 'that the emission from nuclear pla- 
nts is already causing a tremendous increase in leukemia deaths and 
birth defects." 

"no country has found a reliable method of disposal or contain- 
ment" for the nuclear waste material. These bi-products are extrem- 
ely readioactlve and take thousands of years to be reduced to "acc- 
eptable" levels. 

Nuclear physicist Henry w. Kendall, speaking on behalf of 
the Union of Concerned Scientists, warned that "the central problem 
with the present nuclear reactor programme is that the pace of con- 
struction ... has far outstripped the pace at which safety technol-

ogy has been developed." 

And guess what, ex-president Nixon (bless 
his soul) in response to the "energy crisis" 
asked the Atomic Energy Commission (ABC) to 
speed up the licensing and construction of new 
nuclvar plants, to cut the time for bringing 
these plants on line from 10 to 6 years. Jam- 
es es laxer's book Canada's Energy Crisis . 

I can see it coming. Without a properly 
educated, informed population, government is 
going to push right over us, develop policies 
to reduce their deficits and seriously increase 
Lft.vironmental damage to the point that there 
won't be any alternative, but to keep on going 
downhill.

These are but a few of the items to be dealt 
with in the handbook. 

Another service offered by the OFS is that 
of feildworking . Through fieldworkers the OFS 
is able to organize courre unions and off cam- 
pus tenant associations as well as organize ind- 
ividual workshops. It provides an information 
flow and sense of provincial unity. Knowledge 
able, experienced fieldworkers can provide ess- 
ential aid to students attempting to democratize 
universities. 



Summer Jobs 

The Canadian Forces will provide 
activity and employment for some 6400 
students this year across Canada as 
its part in Federal Government's Stud- 
ent Summer Employment Activity program- 
1975. The total Federal funding this 
year will be $67,097,000 of which the 
DND will receive $5,530,000. 

The Canadian Forces progrm will 
be conducted as three separate sub 
programs . 

The first of these will be a sup- 
plements the ongoing Sea, Army and 
Air Cadet summer training and activity 
programs which will permit an addition- 
al 2,700 cadets to attend summer camps. 

The second is the military portion 
of the package, designed to employ a- 
bout 3,400 students by giving them 
eight weeks trainingin the Reserves. 
Students enrolled in this program will 
receive over $100.00 per week, military 
uniforms, (some portions of which they 
may retain) and rations and quarters 
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when they are on field exercises. 

The third program is "Comm- 
unity Assistance" and will invo- 
lve about 300 students in selec- 
ted localities in projects desi- 
gned to improving the ecology, building 
and repairing park facilities, construcing 
nature trails and setting up or conducting 
activities to attract tourist. The pay 
offered in this program is over $100.00 
per week. 

THe age of students in the Resdrve 
and Community Assistance programs should 
be between 17 and 34. Students interested 
in Reserve Training should apply to their 
local Reserve unit ox* Canada Manpower Cen- 
tres now. Applications for employment on 
Cummunity Assistance projects should be 
made through Canadian Manpower Centres. 

Only cadets who have been members of 
their corps on or before January 31, 1975 
may attend summer cadet camps. 



The OFS/FSO Referendum 
For the student movement to continue to 
develop and expand, the OFS will have to acquire 
a significant increase in resources. The comm- 
ittee has recommended that Ontario Councils ask 
their students for an increase of $1.50 in their 
activity fees, specifically for the OFS. Stud- 
ents are presently paying 40 cents. This 
increased budget would allow greater research 
forums and workshops. The Ontario Student 
the OFS newspaper will be produced more reg- 
ularity, making available on a massive scale 
information dealing with post-secondary educa- 
tion. The number of fieldworkers will be in- 
creased to meet the needs of an expanding mem- 
bership. This increase will mean more direct 
attention can be paid to small universities 

regional isolation and community colleges. 

So far this referendum has met support 
from most universities polled. Guelph vot- 
ed heavily in favour cf t/ie referendum and at 
the University of Toronto the referendum was 
voted in five to one.

CUPE is the largest national union 
and represents many employees of mun~ 
icipalities, school boards, hospitals 
and nursing homes. About 40% of this 
membership is female. 

The union movement now offers women 
a means to achieve equality within the 
union body as well as on the job. 

In 1968 only 12% of CUPE locals had 
female presidents; now 28% have women 
in that position. 

Job designation by sex is 'coming to 
an end; and job opportunities have to be 
broadened. Sex discrimination in pen- 
sion plans, group life insurance and 
fringe benefits will be eliminated. 

The first woman to be elected a 
leader of the Canadian Labor Congress 
was Shirley Carr, a CUPE member. The 
successor to Mr. Little ,Pr$ident of 
CUPE is generally regarded to be Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Grace Hartman.

ABOUT THE PLAY 

OEdipus, king of Thebes is dead. His two 
sons, Eteocles and Polynices were to reign conse- 
nt valy one year each. At the end of his term, 
Eteocles refused to give up the power to his 
younger brother. The later therefore declared 
war on his elder. When both brothers had been 
killed, Creon, brother of the late king, suc- 
ceeds him to the throne In an attempt to discou- 
rage further violence and to establish his law, 
he orders imposing funeral arrangements for E- 
teocles, and lets Polynices to rot in the sun 
with orders thac any attempt to bury the rebel 
shall be punishable by death. The stage is set 
and the roles have been distributed. Antigone, 
daughter of the late Oedipus ventures out into 
the night and partly covers the body of her 
dead brother, in her second attempt to finish 

the burial according to the funeral rites, she 
is taken captive and brought to face the king 
He promises to let her go to marry his son, if 
she promises to forget the whole thing. She re- 
fuses and dares him to uphold the law he has ins- 
tigated and put her to death. In the end, he is 
force to do so.
